Molten Metal Poured Over

TO a Cinder. 


THERE WAS NO ESCAPE 


Plttsburg. Dec. 19.—Ten men were 


•killed and about twice that many In- 
jured In a gas explosion in the Soho 
furnace at the Jones and 
Laughlln 
ttcel plant this morning. 
The dam- 


age to the plant Is about twenty, thou- 
sand dollars. 
The unfortunate men were at work 


on the top furnace over one hundred 
and twenty feet from the ground and 
were just getting ready to quit work 
when the gas which had accumulated 
in the furnace exploded and tons of 
molten metal, slag and cinders were 
thrown over them. 


Molten Metal Burned Them. 


The elevator had 
gone down and 


there was no escape. 
They tried to 


shield themselves from the fury 
of 


the flames by holding on to the outer 
lalls. 


There they hung until tons of mol- 


1en metal fell upon them and burned 
them into unconsciousness, they then 
dropped to the roof of tho mill 85 feet 
oelow. 


Every bone In their bodies was brok- 


en and tho flesh charred. 
Some of the 


.bodies of the dead and injured bounded 
off the mill roof and fell to the ground 


Ambulances were hurriedly 
sum- 


moned and the victims taken to the 
morgue or the hospital. 


Was a Horrible Sight. 


Tho victims were all foreigners and 


known only by numbers. 
Three .of 
tne injured cannot recover. 


Eye witnesses say K was the most 


horrible sight ever seen, some of the 
victims hung onto the railing until 
their fingers burned off when they fell 
to tho roof far ,below. 
Over three 


tons of debris fell Into the street men- 
acing the lives of hundreds of poiles- 
trians.

HIS UNIVERSITY PLAN 


Washington. D. C.. Dec. 19.—Andrew 


Carnegie had a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today regarding a na- 
tional university, during which the 
millionaire philanthropist offered to 
present the $10,000,000 
offered In 
cash, or government bonds. Instead of 
.steel bonds. 
Mr. Carnegie advised the President 


that he was not disposed to limit tho 
amount of his donation, and offered 
to Increase the amount to at 
least 


$211.000.000. . 
It will cost Mr. Carneglo a 
great 


deal more to donate the $10,000,000 
In tho form of government bonds, as 
the Steel stock Is not at Its par value, 
but he docs not objec to doing this, as 
he earnestly desires to see this great 
project carried out. He would have 
preferred to have had the Steel bonds 
accepted, as the Income from 
tnem 


would be four or five times greater 
than the earnings of the government 
bonda. 


There was objection on the part of 


pome persons to accepting tho steel 
onds. 
The deed of gift contained a 


c.'auae which 
provided that 
these 


bonds could not bo sold for fifty years. 
The Rift in this form was objected to 
on the ground that the government 
would ho a party In Interest in the 
steel .corporation, and that this gift 
would be In tho nature of a bribe to 
the government and thus prevent leg- 
islation rotating to corporations. 


Those who know the views of Mr. 


Carnegie say he had no such 
Inten- 


tions and that his motives are of the 
Mghest character and his sole aim Is 
to provide a national university which 
will do wonders for the advancement 
of the people. 


A great deal remains to he done 


liefofo this project will assume a 
tangible form, and the president was 
c6nvlnced today of Mr. Carnlglo's In- 
tonso earnestness, and his desire to 
carry out his scheme by removing 
everything In the way of an objec- 
tion.

WONDERFUL CAVE FOUND. 


Hut-Tel* of n PrehUtorlc Uwelllnir 


Flare In the Rockle». 


A new cave thut gives proralae of 


developing Into the most wonderful of 
Ita kind lu the known world has bean 
discovered In the mountains about 
forty-eight uilk-s wist of Btitte, Man,, 
In JcfTcrtioti canyon, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. Its extent Is as yet 
unknown, though It 1ms been explored 
for n distance of ten miles and to a 
depth of about 800 feet The entrance 
to the cave, which Is near the track of 
the Northern Pacific railway and about 
l.COO feet above the bed 'of the river. 
was discovered a few weeks ago by a 
hunter, nnd the cavern has Just been 
explored by a party bended by J. W. 
Gilbert, a newspaper writer of Butte. 


Mr. Gilbert returned recently with 


evidence of hl» discoveries nnd the 
wonders of tht» cave. 
Several skele- 


tons were found lu one of the many 
rooms, and many articles and utensils 
of stone nnd copper were lying about, 
some of which have been brought out. 
The skeletons are of people of gigantic 
stature, nnd the belief of Mr. Gilbert 
Is that the cave .was tho abode of a 
prehistoric people and that further ex- 
planation will bring to light proof of 
that fact and more remains of Its In- 
habitants.

A theory Is that by a sudden change 


and disturbance of tho earth the en- 
trance to the ancient home was closed 
and the Inhabitants walled up and 
left to die. A large river, with a fall 
of 100 feet at one place, Is one of the 
wonders of the cave, nnd a score of 
apartments, some hundreds of feet In 
extent, are decorated with the wonder- 
ful formations of nature. One room 
rewmbles the Interior of a cathedral, 
with a gigantic pipe organ, the pipes 
being formed of stalactites tuned by 
nature to give forth beautiful notes of 
harmony. A member of the exploring 
party, by striking the pipes with a 
stick, played "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee," and the explorers declare It wns 
the grandest music ever heard. 


Access to the cave Is very difficult, 


as n direct descent of 400 feet Is nec- 
essary before any footing can be se- 
cured.. 'Another party will shortly visit 
the ca've fully equipped for a thorough 
exploration.

antl-Chamberlaln utter- 


ances. They rushed the police cordon 
guarding the platform. 


In the meanwhile the building' was 


besieged from the outside by a mob 
of 
several 
thousand 
people, 
who 


smashed windows and tried to force 
the doors, which had been barricaded. 
They 
fusilladed the audience 
with 


stones through the windows. 


The police reserves were turned out 


and succeeded In dispersing the mob 
after repeated, clnrgea. A number of 
persons were Injured and the town 
hall was completely wrecked. Not a 
single window was left whole. 


The riot Is considered a curious il- 


lustration of the varied career of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary. The Aston Park riots of 1884. 
It Is pointed out, were demonstra- 
tions on tho part of the Chamberlaln- 
Itcs against tho so-called Tory.Intrud- 
er. Lord Randolph Churchill, while 
the riot to-day was one against an 
extreme radical. The feeling against 
Mr. Lloyd-George has been so strong 
during the past week that even tick- 
eta were forged to enable the "Jin- 
goes" to gain admission to thu town 
hall. This compelled the liberal as- 
sociation to print different tickets, but 
Its efforts to exclude Its opponents 
were quite vain. 


It Is rumored that one civilian has 


died of Injuries received. Several ar- 
reats for resisting the 
police have 


been made. At a meeting held outside 
the town hall resolutions of confidence 
In the government were adopted. This 
meeting sent tin following telegram 
to Mr. Chamberlain: 


"Lloyd-George, the. traitor, was not 


allowed to say a word.- The citizens 
have passed a resolution expressing 
confidence 
In the government and 


their admiration of your unique and 
fearless services for king and coun- 
try."

linnet of private Individuals or be tnk 
en over by the national government 
Mr. Morton expressed himself as mi- 
able to foretell, but that consolidation 
Itself was bound to come In the near 
future he stated as certain from pres- 
ent conditions In tin- railway world 
and the underlying tendencies of mod- 
«ni Industrial progress. 


"The best minds of tlio business 


world ore engaged today," said Mr. 
Morton, "In working out plans for the 
further consolidation of Industrial op- 
erations under great corporations: The 
same tendency Is nt work In tho rail 
•way world. 


"Under the present laws there IB ft 


great deal of unlawful pooling done In 
secret, and It Is remarkable that there 
Jg not more. 


"I see only three solutions to the 


problems which are nt present vexing 
the railroad world. These are: 


"Klrst.—LegalIzlup of legitimate pool 


Inp. 


"Second.—Unification of ownership of 


all the railway systems. 


"Third.—Government ownership and 


management. 


"I have always been In favor of le- 


gitimate pooling. Its absence, as I say, 
Is nt present hastening the consolida- 
tion of Interests between the different 
railroads. Personally I view the solu- 
tion of unity of ownership ns much bet- 
ter than legalized pooling, and I do not 
see any barm that would ensub from 
a consolidation of r.ll the railway In- 
terests of.the country under a single 
private management. 


"A.vast amount of money could be 


saved under such n system of control, 
and the railroad management would 
certainly give a part of this gain to the 
public In the shape of lower rates and 
better service."

Five Republicans—Messrs.

of Massachusetts, Mttlefleld of Maine, 
Heatwole, Eddy, and Stevens of Min- 
nesota—voted 
with 
the 
Democrats 


•against the bill,' and three Democrats 
'—Messrs. 
Robertson. 
Davey, 
and 


Brousnard of Louisiana—voted with 
the 'Republicans for It. 


Just before the vote was taken on 


the passage of the bill the attitude of 
the Democrats was defined In a mo- 
tion: to recommit, offered by Mr. Rlch- 
-ardson, the minority leader. 
It In- 


structed the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee to report the bill back amend- 
ed so as to reduce the customs and In- 
ternal revenue laws of the 
United 


States to a revenue basts and to ex- 
tend them to the Philippines until thu 
latter, with the aid of the 
United 


• States, should be able to set up a sta- 
ble, independent government. 
This 


proposition did not command a Repub- 
lican vote. The debate was closed by 
Mr. Dalzell,- Pennsylvania, In a speech 
of an hour. He drew a parallel be- 
tween tho government of the Louisi- 
ana Territory Immediately after Its 
acquisition and the government of the 
Philippines to show that the latter 
was less arbitrary and despotic than 
tho former. 
He commended to those 


on the other side who were so zealous 
of the rights of the "little brown men" 
in the Philippines the protection of 
the rights of the black men in the 
South.

Mr. Richardson, the .minority leader, 


moved to recommit the bill with the 
following Instructions:

vcloinnent Is due solely to Anglo-Saxon 
enterprise, hut It Is n fact that Spain 
nnd France after two centuries of nom- 
inal possession left almost the entire 
region n savage wild. 
Perhaps, then. It was fortunate for 


civilization that the early Spanish ad- 
venturers came to crlef In their at- 
tempts to conquer the land north of 
the gulf. They looked solely for treas- 
ures of gold and pearls to carry back 
to Spain, hut found Instead starvation, 
suffering nnd death. When DC Soto. 
who had won the name of an Invinci- 
ble as the follower of Plzarro, was ap- 
pointed governor of Cuba nnd presi- 
dent of Florida. In 1538, with authori- 
ty to conquer nnd fortify the territory 
north of the gulf of Mexico, there was 
a rush of hidalgos nnd cavaliers to en- 
list under his banner such as Spain In 
her wildest days of excitement had not 
seen. Nobles Impoverished themselves 
to supply an outfit, the court was lu ft 
fever of excitement, the heads of the 
people of all classes were turned Just 
as they were later In France by the no- 
- torlous Mississippi scheme. The Ingots 
and diamonds, the vessels of gold, that 
Spanish rapacity had torn from the 
cities of Peru were as a drop to a buck- 
et compared with tlio llnds that await- 
ed the bold adventurer In the almost 
unexplored northland. At least so said 
the cunning romancer, De Vaca, who 
had been north on a marauding trip 
nnd returned empty except as to 


' words. 


, Cttbeza dc Vacn was one of four sur- 
vivors of the 111 fated expedition under 
Xarvnoz, whlcfi was wrecked oft the 
mouth of the Mississippi. De Vaca's 
glowing account of the River of Gold 
and of wonderful valleys and cities 
flrcd the ambition of DC Soto, who sail- 
ed from San Lucar, Spain, In ten ships, 
"ills baud mustered COO fighting men. 
nnd In the party were ten priests and 
eight monks. A vast concourse of peo- 
ple bade godspeed to the adventurers 
as they sailed amid cannon tiring and 
the blast of trumpets. Cuba added to 
the outllt HOO Spanish horses, bred on 
the Island for the soldiers lu America. 
Guides nnd attendants were also taken 
Tn the train at Cuba, and, the families 
of tlie adventurers were given homes 
nmong the colonists of the Island. De 
Soto parted with the donna he had won 
In a roman|lc love quest which nearly 
cost him his life—Isabella, the daughter 
of one of Plznrro's officers. 


The fighting men of the division, 200 


horsemen and 400 footmen, landed on 
Hlllsboro bay, Florida. In the summer 
of 1539. 
Instantly the Florida Indians 


lit their beacon fires as signals to rally 
for battle. Ten years before the band 
of Spaniards under Narvaez had landed 
there and planted the seeds of eternal 
strife between the white man nnd the 
Indian. Among his cruelties had been 
the killing of the mother of the reign- 
ing chief, Uclta. and the despoiling of 
that monarch's face of Its chief orna 
mcnt—the nose. De Soto sent cmbnssa 
dors to the chief loaded with presents. 
The answer came hack: "Bring me no 
more speeches or promises from these 
men. I want their heads." 


Finally some Indians In the vicinity 


• of Long swamp told the Spaniards 


that In ft land far west they would 
find the El Dorado of their search. 
They turned westward and with dlftl- 
culty reached Acuera, a village almost 
Identical with Fort King. Mnrlon coun- 
ty. Fla. They were harassed by In- 
dians at every step of their march and 
were unable to secure native guides 
cither by bribery or compulsion. Pio- 
neers sent In advance of the column 
were held up nnd decapitated. The 


' chief nt Acuera warned De Soto not 


to halt In his dominions, but he did 
linger for twenty days and In that time 
lost fourteen men decapitated. 


From Acuera the Spaniards passed 


on to the Suwannee and crossed to the 
rich farming valley north, where threo 
brothers reigned. 
The eldest chief, 


named Vltncucho, played the Indian 
trick on the strangers for the first. Ills 
brothers wanted to receive the Span- 
lards In peace, but Vltacucho said, 
"Tell your Spanish friends I will have 
half of them roasted and the other half 
boiled." Do Soto sent back a paellle 
answer to the threat, and Vltncucho 
professed to be converted. lie apolo- 
gized and Invited the party to visit his 
capital. De Soto accepted and after 
two days of feasting learned that a 
plot was afoot to massacre the whole 
command. 


Diirlng an entertainment In which 


the warriors went through their fancy 
military exercises the signal for attack 
•was given, and after twelve hours of 
battle tho Indians were all cut down 
nnd captured. 
Vltacucho was taken 


nud treated royally until one day hu 
knocked De Soto down with a blow 
from his flat. Then tho Spanlnrda 
slaughtered the chief and all lih» cap- 
tive warriors. 


After the battle with Vltacucho's 


braves the men of the expedition beg- 
ged De Soto to turn hack and rejoin riie 
Heel off Pennacola. 
Every step had 


convinced them that the El Dorado 
hunt was to be a rainbow chase In the 
valley of death. But De Soto only used 
the old argument, "Let him. that Is 
nfrald turn back." nnd not a soul left 
the ranks. The party wintered In 1KW- 
40 near the bay of St. Marks, In I>on 
county. Fla., and early In the uprlng 
started on hopefully for a laud <le- 
scribed by n captive as n region of 
gold. They actually reached the-bor- 
ders of the Georgia goldllclds when a 
wily chief sent them astray. 


The route of march was northwest. 


The country passed through between 
the Savannah and COOMB rivers was so 
rich that De Solo's followers wanted to 
remain, but the leader hnd set his heart 
upon a land rivaling Peru and would 
not halt. After crossing the Coiwn tin 
cavaliers entered the province- of Actii- 
hachi. n haughty nnd ferocious giant. 
The tallest hidalgo could walk under 
his arm. De Soto tendered the chief a 
bodyguard and then began n war of 
diplomacy and dissimulation. Actahn- 
chl Joined the column and sent word 
ahead to his vassals at Mauvllln to pro- 
vide a grand entertainment for the 
Spaniards. He scut other messages 
which Do Soto did not overhaul. Ev- 
ery house lu Mauvllla was palisaded 
aud held ."00 to 1.000 persons.

Tbroujjli 
the breach the Spanish cavalry press- 
ed and Ure«.l tlio lio«.isos, The Tustalura 
warriors formed on the HQuaro, nnd 
DC Soto's cavalry fought them all day, 
hand to hand, sword agnlust warclub, 
lance and bow. 
Actnhachl met De 


Soto; but, scoins Ills focnmn badly 
wounded, the noble chief lowered his 
club nfter raising It to strike. 


Gradually the tide of bnttlc turned 


to the Spaniards, and on the arrival of 
the main party Mnnvllla was in nshcs. 
Indiana who escaped 
the Spanish 


blades 
threw 
themselves Into the 


flames. Actahnchl was among the self 
Immolated. 
By the sword and tho 


flames together 11,300 red men perished 
Do Soto lost 170 killed and wounded. 


The site of Mnuvllla was nt Choctnn 


Bluff, Clnrkc county, Ala. Soon after 
this adventure n water expedition from 
Cuba reached Ochuse, six marches 
from De Soto's camp. Again the mon- 
ey mad conquistador refused to turn 
back. 
The expedition next fought Its way 


across the Black Wnrrlor to the Vazoo. 
It was treacherously burned out at 
Chlcnca. lost thirty men In storming 
the palisades of the Alabamos nnd 
finally discovered 
the 
Mississippi. 


Crossing the Father of Waters nt 
Chicknsaw bluffs. De Soto penetrated 
to the land of the bison and In July, 
1C-11, encamped so near Coroundo's fa- 
mous Mexican expedition that,a run- 
ner rnljjK have carried news before 
them 'In a few days. Turning south 
again.- tho party reached the mouth of 
lied river, and Do Soto died In May. 
1542. 
Do Soto's farthest point north was 


the upper waters of White river, near 
the state line of Missouri. From there 
be crossed the Arkansas to the Washl- 
ta nnd followed that down to the lied 
river and so en to the Mississippi once 
more. At the approach of death De 
Soto called his chiefs around him nnd 
named Moscoso as his successor. Un- 
ler Moscoso tho adventurers, reduced 
o lean than a third of the original 
lumber, went by way of'Texas and 
Mexico back to Spain.
